at present.

OlTl JURY SYSTEM. 


Of late considerable has been said as 


i regards to our American jury 
system 


and its faults have been duly expounded, 
and it must be admitted, there nre noc 


few. 
It is coming to lie the case that 


if litigants can always have their choice 
not an inconsiderable percentage would 
willingly dispense with the palladium of 
our liberties, or a jury. The said pallad- 
ium not always being quite reliable as to 
the real merits of the cases submitted to 
them; again it being the fact juries often 
arc compelled to bring in verdicts as in- 
structed by judges, and not as their own 
judgment won I'd advise. These verdicts 
iiro'of course not jury verdicts, and nei- 
ther arc verdict* jury verdicts whore 
judges have power to keep locked up un- 
til they agree. 


Then, too, it happens cases being tried 


nre taken from a jury by the presiding 
judge, and such instances can hardly be 
held to be in the jury class. In fact a 
true jury system would be one in which 
there existed no power to take any case 
from them, no power of judges to compel 
juries to bring in verdicts as so instruct- 
ed by them, and no power to keep in se- 
clusion, really locked up, until decisions 
were rendered. That U so of course at- 
tachable to no one judge or number of

FOREIGN' TRADE FIGURES. 


The September figures for 
foreign 


trade show an excess of exports over inv 
ports of $33,807,791 as compared with 
those of $50,140,449 for the same month 
of 1004, the excess of imports having 
been 818,013,056 and in exports of $1,- 
740,398 for September 1905. The figures 
however for the nine months 
give o. 


handsome increase over the same period 
of 1004. The total exports for the nine 
months to October 1st, are given at 
$1,102,575,831 and the total imports at 
$872,548.983 showing a favorable bal- 
ance of trade for the period of $320,020,- 
843 as compared with a balance of trade

tho Detroit Free Press. 


And)yet tho spider probably has been 


spinning," its web, spanning its bridges 
a,nd(laying.-its traps, all in geometrical 
proportion since tbo world began. 


Jlost talented engineer of the -insect 


world, and'probably of the animal world 
with man oxceptod, is this busy little 
body. 


The spider knows nothing of geome- 


try, and yet its work is strictly along 
geometrical lines. Ignorant of the con- 
traction and expansion of cold and heat, 
as understood from the standpoint of 
man, this insect engineer lays all of its 
foundations and spins all its cables to 
meet every condition that may arise. 


Man himself can do no more. 


SEES ONLY A FEW INCHES. 


As a rule- a spider can see only for 


«.' few inches. This fact increases the 
marvelous character of its performance. 


Think of a human engineer, no mat- 


ter how talented who, without previous 
study could build ft bridge across the 
Hudson river or the Mississippi river at 
a point ho never knew 01 and make it 
one of the mechanical- triumphs of tho 
age—all the while not being able to see 
moxo than a few feet byond his nose.

of the insect world, whose instinct at 
birth graduates it into a class attained 
by man only after years of stud.v und 
trial. 


UNDERSTANDS HIS GEOMETRY. 
Building operations of the spider are 


based upon the construction of a huge 
network of cables. In spinning and span- 
ning these cables the innsect seems to 
understand fully the various geometri- 
cal problems involved, as well as the 
resistance of materials and air pressure. 


Careful study of spider's methods has 


been made by M. Maurice Ko'echlin- him- 
self a well known engineer and scientist 
ni Paris. He says in an article contrib- 
uted to La Nature: 


"A principle never forgotten by the j was drawn, inch by inch, 
.icier is that it must always spin be- j until it swung from the 1 
spider 
hind it a thread that will enable it to 
find again the point that it has left. 


"Consequence of this rue is that the 


starting point, the center of the first 
operations, must be at the top of the 
web, and oftenor higher still, so us to 
dominate the whole. 


"There are necessarily experiment? at 


first; some useless threads and others 
that' serve as false network but never 
is an auxiliary, cable left in the finished 
web." 


THE STORY OF BRUCE. 


Every school child, • perhaps, is famil- 


iar with the story of Robert Bruce, the 
Scotch liberator, who, lying a fugitive in 
a cave, was saved from his pursuers by 
the simple fact of a spider spinning its 
web across the mouth of his retreat. 


STRONG CABLES FOR STRAIN. 
It employes in its work the same gen- 


eral principles that have made success- 
ful the efforts of man to construct the 
most remarkable suspension bridges in 
the world. 


Beginning its work of web building, 


the spider first determines tho point of 
greatest resistance or greatest strain. 


This may como from wind currents, 


from swaying tree branches or from oth- 
er causes. Whatever it may be, the in- 
sect engineer meets the greatest strain 
with his strongest cables. 


The largest of these are spun in out- 


line across Uio apace that the spider de- 
Biros to cover. 
If it does not 
prove 


strong enough, it is strengthened. 


Not only is the strength of a cable, 


but its elasticity and power of resist- 
ance are carefully tested by the little 
web-builder before, leaving it and pro- 
ceeding with other operations. 


Having stretoLed larger cables across 


tho space designed to be filled the opi- 
der prooecda with the 
more intricate 


work of weaving the web. 


Several radii, oittimes fine, arc equal- 


ly spaced around the circle and the in- 
tervals are filled with numerous inter- 
mediary and croxs '.breads, all of them 
ba««d upon an exact geometrical propor-

with the commission during the year, 
including both formal and informal pro- 
ceedings. The number of investigations- 
on formal complaint instituted 
during:

rates and practices of 321 carriers. Sev- 
enty-nine hearings 
and 
investigations 


were held in Washington and numerous 
cities in various parts of the country. Six 
cases were settled through concession of 
relief by the carriers and 22 cases were 
discontinued. In part the report is: 


STATISTICS OF RAILWAYS.'

One of the publications annually issued 


by the commission is a brief report on 
the income accounts of operating roads, 
which is intended to show, at the ear- 
liest practicable date, the principal items 
included in railway income accounts. The 
preliminary report for the past fiscal 
year includes returns for 752 companies 
representing an operated mileage of 
214.477.82 miles, which is 
presumably 


about 99 per cent of the mileage that 
will subsequently be covered by returns 
in the final rop'ort for the same year. 
Thc gross earnings of the railways for 
tlie year ending June 30, 1S03, on the 
mileage just stated were $2,073,177,325. 
This total comprised earnings from the 
passenger service $572,109,366: earnings 
from the freight service, $1,449,182.702, 
and miscellaneous earnings,

All had escaped by 
various methods after having lied from 
their homes on account of disturbances 
there.

ver both ni Odessa, seemed to be leaders 
of the I'cfugees. They had left that cit.y 
tit the time of the disturbances attend- 
ing the promulgation of the 
emperor's 


manifesto in October. They 
described 


the scenes at Odessa as those of a gen- 
eral butchery in which police, Cossacks 
:*.nd 
a rabble participate on the one hand 


and Jews and Christians who were call- 
ed upon to defend themselves, on the 
otUer. The fury of the mob did not seem 
to be.directed wholly against the Jews, 
but many of that faith became victim?, 
while Christians and students 
who in 


many caseb were iicigliboi-a and friends 


of the Jews assisted in defending them 
iind were killed. The refugees estimate 
that the victims numbered 10,000 during 
the week following the Tuesday nearest 
our November 1. 


Tn the midst of the disturbances, Rus- 


sian gunboats fired upon the city, ap- 
parently for the purpose of intimidating

CONDITION MOST ACUTE 


Thousands ot Peasants in Baltic 


Provinces Putting Torch 


to Estates. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Wednesday, Dee. 


13.—Night, via Edytkuhnen. East Prus- 
sia, Dec. 14.—The. government's advices 
today from the Baltic provinces forward- 
ed part of the way from Riga by courier 
arc of the most 
alarming 
character. 


Bands of thousands of Lettish peasants 
are roaming the country in the vicinity 
of Riga, putting the torch to the houses 
on all the estates and even burning the 
town Riga itself. The districts of Riga 
and Venden are entirely in the hands of 
the insurgents. The. revolt is spreading 
to all parts oE Courland. All railroad 
communication with Rign is cut: The in- 
surgents have seized a number of stations 
on the three railroads leading from that 
city and are advancing against other*. 
According to the government's informa- 
tion all the sailors from the commercial 
steamers in the harbor of Riga have join- 
ed the strike. 
The government claims 


that the troops there are loyal though 
inadequate. 


The situation is also bad at Mitau, 


where on December 11 the troops fired on 
the rioters. 


COREY BENDS BEFORE THE 


STORM OF DISAPPROVAL? 


Reconciliation or Srpiirution to be Effected 


—In Latter Cnse Wife May Cet 


!»a, 500,000. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 14.—William Ellis 


Corey, president of the United States 
Steel corporation, is bending before the 
storm 
of public disapproval. Negotia- 


tions have been opened looking toward 
a- reconciliation between Corey and 'his 
wife, or, if that cannot be effected, a 
settlement that can be kept from pub- 
licity. 


A family conference is to be held in 


Braddoek next week, at which Corey, 
his parents, Mrs. Corey, and relatives of 
both families, with attorneys, will be 
present. This 'conference was arranged 
yesterday by Corey, who has been in 
Braddoek and Pittsburg for the 
last 


twenty-four hours. 


It is understood that a reconciliation 


is unlikely. Mrs. Corey has been too 
deeply wounded. It is hinted that Cor- 
ey, to maintain his position in the. bus- 
iness world and to retain the respect of 
his family, nearly all the members of 
of which now fee! harsh toward him, 
will be compelled to sacrifice consider- 
able more than the $700,000 lie originally 
offered his wife for n. divorce and sever 
forever his acquaintance with Mabelle 
Oilman. 


In the first place, a divirce will not 


be 
considered by Mrs. Corey, if 
she 


takes the advice of her 
friends. 
She 


will demand a settlement commensurate 
with her position as the wife of the 
president of the greatest manufacturing 
corporation in the world, which will be 
in the millions, the figure being tenta- 
tively placed at .$2,500,000. 


PROVISION 1'Oti TWO HOMES. 
In addition to this provision is to be 


made for a separate establishment— 
probably in some part of the country 
where climatic, conditions are such as 
to suggest that Mrs. Corey lives there 
for the benefit of her health. And her 
health, not robust for several years, has 
been sadly shattered by the events of 
the last few v/«eki. 


In order that all scandal may be si- 


lenced ilr. and Mrs. Corey will appear 
together at intervals at social affairs. 


There is much doubt whether Mrs. 


Corey will accept all these conditions, 
and it is still feared she may insist.upon 
a divorce. 
While a quiet and unobtru- 


sive 
woman, Mrs. Corey can be firm 


when she is- aroused. 


CHINESE STUDENTS

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Dec. U.—A search- 


ing investigation into the hazing of Mid- 
shipman Krimbrough 
by 
Midshipman 


Coffin of the third class until Krim- 
brough fainted from exhaustion, is be- 
ing made by the naval academy. Com- 
mander T. P. MacGruder, aide to Supt. 
Sands, said today that the investigation 
had been placed absolutely in the hands 
of the board of inquiry, of which Lieu- 
tenant Commander E. H. Durell is sen- 
ior member, and that this board would 
thoroughly investigate everything con- 
nected with hazing and would then re- 
port the result to- the superintendent. 
Commander Magruder said further that 
it was the intention of the authorities 
here to investigate .the matter to the 
fullest extent itnd to deal drastically 
withj it, with a full, determination to 
stamp out the custom which he branded 
as a disgrace to the 
academy. The 


seeming determination is not only to in- 
vestigate the cases of Krimbrough and 
Coffin, but to go to the bottom of haz- 
ing at the academy. The opinion is ex- 
pressed officially that the investigation 
may last for two or three weeks. The 
board of inquiry was in session today 
and witnesses summoned. One of these 
before the body today was Midshipman 
Coffin. Both Midshipman Krimbrough 
find Midshipman Cooper, who are pa- 
tients at the academy hospital arc re-' 
ported as improving. 
'' Midshipman Henry G. Cooper, Jr., of 
Oxford. N, C., whose right side and vo- 
cal organs became suddenly paralyzed in 
the class room yesterday is in the acad- 
emy hospital under treatment. He per- 
sists in te statement that he was not 
hazed, but the academy authorities arc 
investigating the case. 


HAZERS ARE DISMISSED 


Midshipman Compelled to Stand on Head 


nml Feet Alternately Until lie Fainted* 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.-rSecreta.ry 


Bonaparte has received the report of 
Rear Admiral .Sandy, superintendent of 
the naval 'academy at Annapolis upon 
the hazing of Midshipman Jerome P. 
Kimball. The 
superintendent 
recom- 


mends the summary dismissal of Mid- 
shipman Tremore Coffin, Jr., of the third 
class and Midshipman Warren A. Van- 
dcrvcer, of the second class, Coffin for 
hazing and Vandorvcer for failing to' re- 
port it. The secretary has the report 
under consideration. 


Midshipman Kimball 
was compelled 


to stand on his head, then on his feet 
and then on his head again, repeating 
this process for ten.minutes continuous- 
ly. At the end of that time he fainted 
and was left in that condition by the 
ha-zers. Later he was found by his room*- 
mate still unconscious. -This morning-he 
was carried to the hospital, but is now 
doing well. 


CONGRESS MAY INVESTIGATE. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—A resolu- 


tion providing for a thorough investiga- 
tion of the situation and conditions at 
the naval academy was introduced today 
by Representative Loud of Michigan. 


The investigation is to be made by the 


house naval committee, which is espec- 
ially instructed to ascertain and report 
whether .violations of the law and the 
regulations governing the academy con- 
tinue and whether hazing, fagging, run- 
ning and class fist fighting continue in 
practice there and the.knowledge of and 
responsibility of the officers of the acad- 
emy for any conditions found to exist." 


The resolution empowers the commit- 


tee to act through a sub-committee, if 
deemed advisn.ble, which may sit at the 
capital or at the naval academy.

Miss Roosevelt and Mr. Longworth 


were two of a quartette of young people 
who practically led the younger a-jcial 
set in all its entertainments, formal and 
otherwise. 
Countess Marguerite Cassini 


daughter of the former Russian ambas- 
sador, andViscount de Chambrun, secre- 
tary of the French embassy, formed the 
other members of this little party. 


PUZZLED THE PUBLIC. 


It had ever since been a matter of 


conjecture as1 to just how things stood 
among these four interesting young peo- 


ple. 
Many declared that Mr. Long- 


worth was more devoted to Countess 
Cassini than to Miss Roosevelt, and oth- 
.ers \yere equally sure that Viscount de 
Chambrun's heart had long ago been, 
given to the president's daughter.

ARE IN A SORRY PLIGHT 


Family ot Herman Naatz in 


Destitute Condition. 


Husband Stole Fuel and Was Arrested 


—Wife and Two Children Suffer- 


ing for Fuel and Food. 


Sick and unable to work with her two 


small 
children suffering with measles 


and her husband in jail on a charge of 
theft, Mrs. Herman Naats is in a pitia- 
ble plight. 
Suffering for want of fuel 


and food the family is barely existing in 
four barely furnished rooms in a house 
on Bank street. The man in jail is ap- 
parently depraved both mentally and 
morally. 


Some time ago, he says, his 
infant 


child died. He was working at the Ra- 
cine-Sattlcy company's shops and says 
that when he took a day off to attend 
the baby's funeral lie was discharged. 
Until this time.the family had managed 
to get on fairly well. Before lie found 
other work ho was taken sick and for 
weeks hovered between life aad death. 
When he left his bed it was some time 
before he was able to work owing to Ms 
weakened body. 


CHILDREN TAKEN SICK. 


What little money the family had was 


paid out in doctor's bills. The butcher 
and the grocer went unpaid and debts 
accumulated. The two children, aged 2 
and 4 years, were takeri with the measles 
and needed medicine, fuel and food thnt 
could not be had without money. Final- 
ly Naats obtained work at the J. I. Case 
Plow company's shops. But he had no 
money with which to tide his family over 
until his first payday. He could get no 
fuel on credit nor could he beg any. The 
two sick babies must be kept warm and 
the father became desperate. 


STOLE LUMBER. 


Going to the lumber yards of the Fish 


Bros. Wagon Co., he stole two pieces of 
lumber and was going to cut them tip 
for fuel. 
But as he was leaving 
the 


yards in the dead of night he was discov- 
ered by a watchman, arrested and lodg- 
ed in jail.

But the trouble 
didn't stop there. Mrs. Olson said that 
the horse was her property and that the 
sheriff had no right to take it to satis- 
fy a judgment against her husband. She 
decided to invoke the aid of the law and 
engaged an attorney. Then a writ of 
replevin was issued and given to the, 
coroner to serve on the sheriff.

or Hoyle is the only man in llacine coun- 
ty who is empowered to arrest Sheriff 
Emmett.

Physicians and mid-wives of this city 


in making returns to the health office of 
births and deaths fail to properly fill out 
the blanks, often leaving out the Chris- 
tian names of the children born anil 
those who die. On this account it is im- 
possible for the health department to 
send correct reports to the state board 
of health. In both instances there is a 
violation of the law. 


Chief of Police Fred Pfister, health of- 


ficer, is in receipt of a letter from the 
state board of health, touching upon this 
very important and at the same time ser- 
ious matter. 


MOKE DETAILS DEMANDED. 


The communication says: 
"The rec- 


ords for your city show that many birth 
certificates have been forwarded to the 
register of deeds without being complete- 
ly filled out. These certificates were 
signed by 3^011 as health officer of .your 
city without the Christian., name-ofi the. 
child being given or the names .of other; 
issue living, born of same parents., j 
;. J 


"Such incomplete certificates, are' ire 


violation of the law and cannot ,be Ac- 
cepted at this office. You must d.emaui 
of. tile physicians, mid-wives or other. ia-J 
diviij'dals reporting 
, to you 
that. ,tha 


blanks be correctly and .properly, filled; 
out before you attach 
your 
signature 


and forward the certificates to the regis-r 
ter of deeds of your county. . A certifi-j 
cate completely filled out was demand- 
ed under the old law and it must be com- 
plied with under the new law." 


Certificates sent into the health office 


by physicians are often made out in snoli 
shape that clerks cannot read them. This 
morning there were at least throe lying 
on the desk without the Christian name 
of the child, or first name of the father. 


Under the conditions the health ds- 


partmcnt will hereafter refuse to accept 
the certificates unless correctly filled out. 


CAN BE CHARGED TO CITY. 


Section TV., Chapter 439, laws of 1005, 


provides that in ease the health officer 
in cities nml the clerks of villages and 
towns fail to neglect to collect and prop- 
erly transmit to the register of deeds of 
their respective counties a complete rec- 
ord of the birtlis and deaths occurring 
within 'their respective jurisdiction 
as 


herein provided, then the state board of. 
health may cause the same to be prop- 
erly collected and the necessary expen- 
ses -incurred by so doing shall be charged, 
to and paid for by the city, village or 
town wherein this expense is necessarily 
incurred. 
, 


The chief clerk of the state board.of 


health, L. W. Hutchcroit, notifies IJcaltlL 
Officer Pfister that in the future if in- 
complete reports are received 
at, (he 


state office it will be necessary tp'..nct 
under the provisions of the section quot- 
ed. The law makes it compulsory to do 
this and hence complete reports must be 
obtained. 


COMPLETE RECORDS ASKED. 


It is advised as a remedy -for the vio- 


lation of the law on the part of physi- 
cians, mid-wives or other 
individuals 


that arc required to report to the local 
health office, that the officer refuse to ac- 
cept any and all incomplete reports of 
births and deaths. 


Attention is also'called by the state 


board that only .a small proportion 'if 
the accidents have been reported from 
Racine since the passage of the law, June 
17 1005. For all accidents corning under 
the provisions of the law not reported, 
the same penalties for violation or neg- 
lect of c!'Jt,y are prescribed as in case of 
births and deaths. 


In conclusion the letter from tho state 


board says: "As health officer of your 
city and local registrator of vital sta- 
tistics you are held responsible for thu 
enforcement of these laws in your city;"

' NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Dee. 12.—Per-, 
sistent bailing by hand for 24 hours and 
wireless telegraphy that brought help 
at last saved the lives yesterday of the 
IS'men on board the Nantucket south 
sroal relief lightship No. 58, but the ves- 
sel went down a few minutes after the 
crew had tumbled over the side into 
their life boat. 


For six hours Monday, the lighthouse 


tender Azalea, which had answered the 
call for help, lay alongside the water- 
logged lightship, unable to render assis- 
tance, owing to the 
fearful 
sea. At 


length the weather moderated and then 
an effort was made to tow the lightship 
to New Bedford. But after 18 miles had 
been covcrd, the water'which had been 
coming in steadily through a leak in 
the fire room compartment since early 
Sunday morning, began to gain on the 
already 
exhausted crew., and the dis- 


tress signal was hoisted. 
: .'Without stopping for any of their be- 
longings, the crew launched their boat 
and jumped into it. They had rowed 
only a short distance when the lightship 
phinged beneath the 
waves. The men 


wore taken on board the Azalea, which 
had steamed back to rescue them and 
everyone was- brought 
here 
safe and 


sound early today. 


BOAT SPRUNG A LEAK. 


The relief lightship No. OS commanded 


by Captain Jorgenson, of Dennis, Mass., 
took the place of No. 72 on Dec. 5. The 
vessel was equipped with wireless tele- 
graphy 
and constant communication 


could be kept up with Newport. 
At 2 


o'clock Sunday morning, a leak was dis- 
covered just above the fire room plates 
in the midship compartment of the ves- 
sel. For several hours the vessel was 
kept free by aid of her steam pumps, 
but at 8 o'clock it was apparent that the 
water was gaining, and a message was 
sent to Newport for aid. 


During thu next few hours the water 


rose rapidly, until the fires under the 
boilers had been quenched and pximping 
by mechanical 
means ceased. Several 


messages were sent after the dynamos 
stopped, by means of storage batteries, 
all urging that some vessel be sent as 
soon as possible. While it was felt that 
the water tight 
compartments might 


keep the vessel afloat for some time., it 
was feared that the bulkheads might 
give way eventually. 


HOISTED WATER IN BUCKETS. 
During a.11 this time the little light- 


ship had been tumbled about in one of 
the severest storms of tho season and 
the rolling and pitching helped to open 
her seams still further. Realizing that 
hard bailing might possibly keep the ves- 
sel afloat until help arrived, the thirteen 
men started the tedious work of hoisting 
the water from the flooded hold by 
buckets, the hand pumps being of. little 
use. Without stopping for food or sleep 
they managed to hold their own for 24 
hours, 


LAST MESSAGE BRINGS RELIEF. 
At 2 o'clock Monday morning, one of 


the naval wireless operators was able to 
send oxit one more message stating that 
the lightship was in distress and urging 
that help be sent "from anywhere." The 
power gave out before he could sign the 
message. 


• Two hours later the Azalea was sight- 
ed by the light of the setting moon. The 
sea, however, was too boisterous- for the 
Azalea to go near the rolling lightship, 
,t»nd for six hours, she swung round with- 
in call, ready to dash up in case 
the 


lightship which was well down in the 
water, should founder. 


At 10 o'clock, the sea under the influ- 


ence of the northwester which hnd fol- 
lowed the storm, calmed down to a mod- 
erate roll and a line was sent to the 
lightship from the Azalea. 
THOUGHT SHIP COULD BE SAVED. 


Captain Jorgenson 
hailed 
Captain 


Gibbs on the tender and said he thought 
his men could keep the vessel afloat un- 
til she reached New Bedford, although 
the middle compartment was nearly full 
(if water. The big chain which kept the 
lightship on her station throughout the 
storm was slipped overboard and the line 
from the Azalea was made Jast. Still 
the crew continued to bail., 
although 


greatly exhausted by their hard labors. 


But the new strain from the towline 


on the bow seemed to 
open 
up the 


breach in the side of the lightship still 


more, and the water began to gain on 
the crew. 


LEFT JTJST IN TIME. 


It was about noon when after IS miles 


had been covered, 
Captain Jorgenson 


hoisted distress signals on the lightship 
and the towing stopped.. The Azalea 
ran back toward the sinking vessel, while 
the crew of the lightship pushed their 
life boat over the side. No'one stopped 
to gather up any belongings. One by 
one they slid down the rope into the 
boat. Captain Jorgenson was the last 
to leave his ship. 


Ten minutes later No. 58, which had 


withstood 
some of the 
most 
fearful 


storms that ever swept the Atlantic, 
gave one great heave and then plunged 
beneath the waves. The crew 
rowed 


around on the leeward side of the Azalea 
and were dragged aboard, almost too ex- 
hausted to stand. 


They were sent below, warmed, fed 


and then put to bed where they were 
sleeping when the tender reached her 
wharf in this city this morning.

That Number oi Vessels De- 


stroyed on Great Lakes. 


Value of Boats and Cargoes $2,380,800 


—Losses Were Heaviest on 


Lake Superior. 


MILWAUKEE, Deo. 12.—Following the 


announcement that the total death list 
on the great lakes during the marine 
season now drawing to a close includes 
the names of 215 men, 116 of whom met 
their end in the three great storms of 
Sept. 1, Oct. 20, and Nov. 28, the recap- 
itulation of losses in the fleet of ore, coal 
and grain carrying fleet is of interest. 


From statistics found in the offices ol 


Vance & Joys, vessel agents, it 
w»? . 


learned ..that the astounding total of 
thirty-five vessels of this class was com- 
pletely wiped out of existence on Lakes 
Superior, Michigan, Huron and Erie *nd 
the Detroit and St. Clair rivers. Theae 
had a total hull value of $2..045,600, 
while the cargoes which were lost with 
them wera worth $335,300, making a 
grand total loss of $2,380,800. 


In the loss of these boats there has 


been a reduction in tonnage of the fleet 
amounting to 101,000 tons. While many 
disasters were reported where ships were 
grounded or damaged in collisions to the 
extent oi thousands of dollars, these 
have npt been considered in the present 
list, which includes only such boats as 
went to pieces or were lost without a 
dollar's worth, of salvage of any nature. 


The losses were heaviest on Lake Su- 


perior, where 
fourteen 
vessels were 


downed by the storm king, while Lake 
Erie is second with a total of seven 
ships. Lake Michigan swallowed up sis 
boats, one of which, the Appomattox, 
went to pieces within hailing distance of 
the 
shore off Lake park, Milwaukee. 


Lake Huron, which has always borne a.

a total loss of five ships, while one each 
were lost in the Detroit and St. Clair 
rivers and one in the St. Clair flat a.

What is the worst feature perhaps is 


that the accounts state several thous- 
and workmen of the corporation 
took 


part in the tearing down of the widow's 
house and wrecking her propertv. One 
would suppose these would have protect- 
ed the widow that such is not the ease, 
and it may be then presumed these men 
were misled by some others. If thon an 
iron and steel corporation may at will 
tear down, destroy and then enlmly say 
it will take what follows in tho courts 
with the years of litigation to follow. 
can it not well be asked indeed what are 
we coming to. What rights indeed have 
the vast body of plain citizens left, if a 
trust or rich corporation may seize their 
property they do not -wish to sell, and 
destroy, aided by their own employes. 


The story as given publicity, is that 


this widow. Mrs. Sarah Lot, declined t'o 
sell her little properly to the steel cor- 
poration because of sentimental reasons. 
She has occupied it for years and went 
to her home as a bride, later on losing 
her husband. The widow was the only 
one, so'the account wTates. refusing to 
sell' to make room for the $20,000,000 ad- 
dition to the steel works and the corpor- 
ation resorted to the courts, 
though 


what right they had in court is not 
slated. 
However the courts refused to 


give assent to their seizure of the prop- 
erty and the forcible 
proceedings arc 


charged to have followed. The account 
states as telegraphed, that the company 
notified the widow her house would be 
torn down that particular day and UK; 
distressed widow hurriedly 
summoned 


a brother-in-law to her help nnd she en- 
deavored to secure an injunction but was 
too late, the courts having closed. Mean- 
while this relative was enticed in some 
way upon (.he. premises of the steel com- 
pany, whereupon he was at once arrest- 
ed for trespass and gotten out of tho 
way. Tho widow and brother-in-law thus 
absent, the workmen under orders pro- 
ceeded to tear down and wreck tho build- 
ing. The poor widow by that time had 
returned, the destruction taking but a 
half hour and promptly fainted. 
One 


would think she would. But the feature 
that will attract attention closely is the 
reported remark of an agent that "as 
' iicy had possession of the property, 
•hey were willing to take the conseqnen- 
"s in the years of litigation to follow." 
Think of it, years of litigation to rem- 
edy a most outrageous seizure and de- 
struction of private property; a seizure 
wholly unaccompanied with H. shadow .of 
legal right if the published accounts are 
correct, and tlie public have not been 
informed yet that the great trusts and 
street and iron corporations enjoy any 
eminent domain right. 
Jf-thU is true 


that years of litigation may be required 
to do this poor widow justice, well may 
the great body of the American people 
most seriously ask 
themselves where 


they now stand and what are they com- 
ing to? 
: 


Whose home is safe, cither that of tho 


poor-man or the wealthier citizen if any 
corporation wants his or her property 
for any purpose whatever of! their own? 
If property rights are not SBdnre' then 
indeed the protelariat can with equal 
force, resort to the destruction.and seiz- 
ure of, property 
of corporations. 
It 


works both ways naturally.

dore 'Roosevelt. 
His guiding principles 


one would say are modeled upon an old 
saying of Ex-President Hayes, that what 
is best for the country is best for the 
party. A republican congress and repub- 
lican president, republican by the grace 
of the unanimous choice of a republican 
national convention, has evolved this in- 
terstate commerce commission and will 
duly strengthen it, and its success should 
be that of the party responsible for its 
creation. It is not partisan politics in 
the sense of maintaining the republican 
majority of the commission, but for the 
tendency of the lessening of political in- 
fluerice in public matters and public of- 
fices, are not republican leaders ond or- 
ators themselves thinking of their .re- 
sponsibility. Who has been encouraging 
of late years this non partisanship bus- 
iness a.nyhow if not republican speakers, 
after dinner orators1 and men prominent 
in their party. 


Dim JURY SYSTEM. 


Of late considerable has been said as 


regards to our American jury 
system 


and its. faults have been duly expounded, 
and it must be admitted, there are not 
a few. It is coming to lie the case that 
if litigants can always have their choice 
not an inconsiderable percentage would 
willingly dispense with the palladium of 
our liberties, or a jury. The said pallad- 
ium not always being quite reliable ns to 
the real merits of the eases submitted to 
them; again it being the fact juries often 
arc compelled to bring in verdicts as in- 
structed by judges, and not as their own 
judgment would advise. These verdicts 
nro of course not jury verdicts, and nei- 
ther are verdicts jury verdicts where 
judges have power to keep locked up un- 
til they agree. 


Then, too, it happens cases being tried 


are taken from a jury by tflo presiding 
judge, and such instances can hardly be 
held to be in the jury class. In fact a 
true jury system would be one in which 
there existed no power to take any case 
from them, no power of judges to compel 
juries to bring in verdicts as so instruct- 
ed by them, and no power to keep in se- 
clusion, really locked up, until decisions 
were rendered. That U so of course At- 
tachable to no one judge or number of 
judges but to our-criminal and civil 
codes. 


But atill the charges made against the 


jury system rnight be amended in one 
feature, this charging incompetency a.nd 
fraudulent conduct on the part of pro- 
fessional jurors so called. The 
profes- 


sional is considered the bane of the sys^ 
tem in. the city courts, but this profes- 
sional could not possibly get on if i ;':fll. 
judges wers firm the law should 
be 


strictly carried out as relates to choosing 
jurymen. 
But i.r ia truth this profes- 


sional always one to be deplored ? One 
judge in a western ciiy is said to have 
remarked that some of the professionals 
made very good jurors indeed, because, 
by repeated service resulting from train- 
ing and securing -experience in the law 
and some of these men are asserted to 
be better posted on some law points than 
the lawyer conducting the case, natural- 
ly would 
depend ivpon that quality 


known ns the personal equation, or ex- 
pressed differently, upon, the natural dis- 
position and removal force of the juror. 


But a strict interpretation of the pres- 


ent laws in all states both by jury com- 
missioners and by the judges, may..do 
something towards recreating a better 
feeling towards the jury system. 


BREAK UP THIS GRAFT. 


The formal indictments found 
by a 


Chicago grand jury against the Illinois 
brick trust and certain labor leaders on 
charges of conspiracy to shut out 
all 


competition by methods that have been 
freely ventilated before by the Chicago 
papers, may or may not amount to any- 
thing in the end, but at least if nothing 
else it will serve to call the attention of 
many citizens to methods of graft 
by 


which honest competiton has been stifled. 


The method asserted and charged to 


have been employed by which independ- 
ent brick manufacturers of the public 
have greatly suffered was the compelling 
of these to charge just the same as did 
the. trust, and any underscllmg"br rang- 
ing below the trust and monopoly prices, 
was to be penalized by strikes called by 
the union on any old pretext. Again if 
one of these independent brick mnkcrs 
was found to be getting along too -well 
in the world the trust aided by their al- 
leged combination with the labor union, 
would fix things up so as to ha.ve a strike 
ordered upon the daring independent. It 
is thus charged the trust and union ab- 
solutely dictated to whom and to whom 
not bricks 
should be sold, and that 


any contractor, or architect, out of the. 
favor of the trust could not buy a .brick 
in the Chicago market. The trust would 
not sell so it is charged, and the inde- 
pendent manufacturer under the penal- 
ization of having a, strike, ordered, did 
not dare to sell to such contractors an.I 
architects under the ban. 


It was just such a condition of affairs 


that brought the downfall of Parks, the 
noted New York labor leader and cf 
other grafting men. 
Surely the inter- 


ests of many union men employed or who 
would be employed by independent man- 
ufacturers, were trade free, are involved 
in this graft business and for the honor, 
the welfare of union labor itself, the 
great leaders should materially aid in 
this investigation and criminal prosecu- 
tion of the trust and 
labor 
grafter,-,. 


Otherwise the favored few prosper, and 
those employed by opposition to 
the 


trxists are treated like veritable slaves 
ordered on strikes vihether justified or 
not, fined, and mistreated. Honest lahor 
and the great public are vitally interest- 
ed in every such villainous trust being 
broken up. 


gratuitous for the secretary has no need 
of conciliating anybody, that is to pla- 
qate the august senators. He is not that 
sort of timber and he does riot expect 
the senate to confirm any treaty that in 
itself is not a proper thing to submit.

It is a case of dignity on both sides and 
if the senators insist upon rejecting the 
results of the work of the department 
of'the secretary that is their own busi- 
ness and as to the ensuing results the 
country will hold the senate responsible 
or commend precisely as it will the exec- 
utive and his secretary. 


Whatever may be the pride of men 


yet our constitutional inhibitions must 
surely be preserved or chaos comes. 


WOHK OX ISTHMCS CA3VA1. 


News from the isthmus indicate* good 


work is being done with many of the 
preliminaries practically arranged for. 
Construction work 
is progressing 
at 


some points notably in the Calobra, ..cut 
where enormous steam scoop shovels are 
dredging out the earth at a. great rate. 
It is not determined as yet as to a, sea 
level cnnal or canal with locks, though 
the outlook is the usual American pro- 
pensity to compromise matters will be 
evoked and a canal built at sen level but 
with a system of low locks.

A sen. level canal will take long- 
er it' is argued, and cost more, while a 
lock cnnal will cost less both in time a.ncl 
money. Then n. cnnal at sea level can it 
is asserted be better operated, will co^t 
less after once constructed, and will bo 
speedier for tho passing vessels. .

This 
Canadian official volunteer* the opinion 
that this sort of jurisdiction may well 
be extended without interfering or in- 
fringing upon the private rights of our 
citizens, and observes that Canada has 
very much the same questions in con- 
troversy 
between the general govern- 


ment and the provinces us we have be- 
tween the states and government at 
Washington. 


Mr. II. R. Emerson of Ottowa, the 


minister in question in this interview 
admitted his interest in the agitation on 
this side of the line as to government 
rate control, and stated ho approved of 
the position taken by President Roose- 
velt and of his strong desires to have 
congress enact the required legislation. 
Upon being asked as-to the manner in 
which his country controlled the rail- 
roads ho said that "About 'two years 
ago Canada passed a law which to all 
intents and purposes is the snmc ns that 
asked for by President •.Roosevelt. In 
Canada the railroad rate making"poivei 
by virtue of its new law is given to 
three commissioners. They are appoint- 
ed for a term of ten years, nnd. like 
judges, cannot be removed, except by 
impeachment. They have absolute pow- 
er in rate making and a railroad can- 
not charge ji rate without their permis- 
sion. As a court they listen to the com- 
plaints of the shippers and if there is 
discrimination the wrongs are adjusted 
by them. He went on to sny that they 
not only have the power cf making rates 
but they arc empowered to enforce their 
own rulings. Nobody else has jurisdic- 
tion but them."

been $18,018,056 .and in exports of $1,- 
740,398 for September 1905. The figures 
however for the nine months 
give a 


handsome increase over the same period 
of 1004. The total exports for the nina 
months to October 1st, are given at 
$1,102,575,831 and the total imports nt 
$872,548,983 showing a favorable

ance of trade for the period of $320,020,-

amount of $85,952,301.

mains at high water mark with no ap 
parent indications of any subsidence.

PURE FOOD LEGISLATIOX. 
It is very possible congress may not 


take up the question of a national pure 
food law on the scope so desired and rec- 
ommended by President Roosevelt as well 
as so heartily advised by the secretary 
of agriculture and many consumers leag- 
ues nnd woman's clubs-. Different state 
food commissioners have urged this leg- 
islation and one communication which 
has been signed by the food commission- 
ers of five important states impresses 
upon the president that the control of 
adulterated foods and products is impos- 
sible by the stntes, and may only 1 e 
placed within bounds by national Author 
Hy. 
Those who may luivi: taken any 


notice, as to how pure food laws are en- 
forced by the states will endorse this 
opinion and will endorse an efficient na- 
tional law for this purpose. Public sen- 
timent will sooner or later oblige con- 
gress to enact a measure that operating 
in every state nnd territory alike will ac- 
complish the needed purpose. 


It has been suggested by the corres- 


pondent of one paper that the oflice of 
postmaster be made elective. While the 
idea is not a new one, it has not been 
discussed in a very extensive manner. It 
is difficult to see wherein any benefit 
(except to help the congressmen out of 
their present dilemmas in selecting an 
appointee, could result to any one. In 
many instances this system would re- 
sult in unfit men obtaining the office, es- 
pecially where gn.ng rule predominated. 
The postmaster, being elected by the 
people, might assume a more independ- 
ent attitude toward 
the government 


than he would where he owes his posi- 
tion in n measure to the public. 


Edison predicts thnt the time is not 


KO very far distant when coul, instead 
of being loaded upon ears and carried 
hundreds of miles will be used to gener- 
ate power at the mouth of the mine and 
this power will be transmitted by moans 
of copper wires wherever needed. If he 
could only invent some process of get- 
ting the coal out of the mines to the sur- 
face of the earth without having to go 
down and dig it out, we might enthuse 
more over such a state of affairs.

We have 
sold to China from Jan. 1st to Oct. 31st, 
goods and manufactures worth $50,104,,- 
707 as compared with that of $20,557,184 
same period of 1904. In the year 1895 
our sales to China were only $2,834,803. 
Returns from our foreign possessions, the, 
Philippines, Hawaii and Porto Rico also 
show large gains. 


Cortelyou in his annual report says 


thnt it might not be a bad idea to have 
a parcel post system, but does not urge 
its immediate institution. What is the 
matter with congress taking steps to in- 
augurate it as soon as compatible with 
a reasonable discussion of its merits and 
whatever flaws its opponents may per- 
ceive.

HOW BILL WOULD WORK. 


The bill provides for a process of eli- 


mination in order to determine the can- 
didate, the man receiving the least num- 
ber of first choice votes being the firit 
t;. be dropped and his second choice votes 
given a.s first choice votes to those of th--

candidate named, and so until some can- 
didate had a clear majority. 


The opponents of the bill declared that 


Tinder the proposed system it ivoiilrl be 
impossible to determine which candidate 
hftcl a majority of the votes. They claim- 
ed also that inasmuch as the present 
primary lau- had been approved by the 
people at the last general election nnd 
had not been given it practical test, the 
legislature had no right to change it, 
particularly in such a radical manner a.? 
proposed. 


It is generally admitted that under 


the present law it will be difficult, in 
cases where there are several candidates 
in the field, for uny one of them to get 
a majority of the votes.

1 sug 
gsst to you that in all cases where the 
evidence would warrant it that nn in- 
dictment for conspiracy to commit an 
offense against the United States, based 
upon section 54-10 of the revised stat- 
utes, be obtained.

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BUSY LITTLE ENGINEER 


Is the Spider Who Solves Engineering Problems That 


Confront Human Beings. 


Looked at from the standpoint of a 


practical 
engineer the spider's web, 


with its strong^ clastic cables, is regard- 
ed as meeting all the requirements til 
twentieth century mechanical skill, says 
the Detroit Free Press. 


And, yet the spider probfcbly has been 


spinning/ its web, spanning its bridges 
and-;layii!g-its traps, all in geometrical 
proportion since the world began. 


Most talented engineer of the insect 


world, and'probably of the animal world 
with man excepted, is this busy little 
body. 


The spider knows nothing of geome- 


try, and yet its work is strictly along 
geometrical lines. Ignorant of the con- 
traction and expansion of cold and heat, 
as understood from the standpoint of 
man, this insect engineer lays all of its 
foundations and spins all its cables to 
meet every condition that may arise. 


Man himself can do no more. 


SEES ONLY A PEW INCHES. 


As a rule a spider can see only for 


a. few inches. This fact increases the 
marvelous character of its performance. 


Think of a human engineer, no mat- 


ter how talented who, without previous 
study could build a bridge across the 
Hudson river or the Mississippi river at 
a point he never knew 01 and make it 
one of the mechanical-triumphs of the- 
age—all the while not being able to see 
more than a few feet byond his nose. 


Blind men have accomplished wonders 


in engineering feats, but they have had j 
the advantage of the eyes and brains of 
other-men. A spider may be placed alone 
in. some spot where no other member of 
hia insect family exists and he will ac- 
complish wonders equal to those, nay, 
oven exceeding those, that have brought 
fame and fortune to man. 


All the problems that confront the 


human, engineer appear to be met and 
promptly solved by'this active creature 
of the insect world, whose instinct at 
birth graduates it into a class attained 
by man only after years of study and 
trial. 


UNDERSTANDS HIS GEOMETRY. 
Building operations of the spider are 


baaed upon the construction of a huge 
network of cables. In spinning and span- 
ning these cables the innsect seems to 
understand fully the various geometri- 
cal problems involved, as well as tlie 
resistance of materials and air pressure. 


Careful study of spider's methods has 


been made by M. Maurice Koechlin him- 
self a well known engineer and scientist 
of Paris. He says iu an article contrib- 
uted to I/a Nature: 
| 


"A principle never forgotten by the • 


spider is that it must always spin be- 
hind it a thread that will enable it to 
find again the point that it has left. 


"Consequence of this rue is that the 


starting point, the center of the first 
operations, must be at the top of the 
wob, and oftener higher still, so as to 
dominate the whole. 


"There are necessarily experiments at 


first; some useless threads and others 
that serve as false network but never 
is an auxiliary cable left in the finished 


web." 


THE STORY OF BRUCE. 


Every school child, perhaps, is famil- 


iar with the story of Robert Bruce, the 
Scotch liberator, who, lying a fugitive in 
a cave, was saved from his pursuers by 
the simple fact of a spider spinning its 
web across the mouth of his retreat. 


STRONG CABLES FOR STRAIN. 
It employes in its work the same gen- 


eral principles that have made success- 
ful the efforts of man to construct the 
most remarkable suspension bridges in 
the world. 


Beginning its work of web building, 


the spider first determines the point of 
greatest resistance or greatest strain. 


This may como from, wind currents, 


from swaying tree branches or from oth- 
sr causes. Whatever it may be, the in- 
sect engineer meets the greatest strain 
with his strongest cables. 


The largest of these are spun in out- 


line across t-ho space that the spider de- 
sires to cover. 
If it does not 
prove 


strong enough, it is strengthened. 


Not only is the strength of a cable, 


but its elasticity and power of resist- 
ance are carefully tested by the little 
web-builder before leaving 
ifc and pro- 


ceeding with other operations. 


Having stretched larger cables across 


the space designed to be filled the opi- 
der proceed* with the mors 
intricate 


work of weaving the web. 


Several radii, cittimes fine, are equal- 


Iv spaced around the circle and the in- 
tervals are tilled with numerous inter- 
mediary and cross threads, all of them 
baaed upon as exact geometrical propor- 
tions and angles as though arranged by 
the most skillful architect or civil engi- 
neer. 


OUTDOES KVEN MAN, 


When f.lie outline structure of the, web 


does not meet nil conditions of envir- 
onment the spider seeks to remedy ele- 
mentary defects before proceeding witlj 
thf general architectural design, in this 
v.ay thr: insect succeedn where many liu- 
iri.ui engineer!) fail nt junt Dial point.

Its initial operations are just' those of 


the human engineer who undertakes to 
build an immense suspension bridge. The 
suspending cable are first cast across the 
intervening space. 


With the utmost care and precision ffll 


tho subsequent cables and interweaving 
threads are laid. 


With its feet the spider 
measures 


spaces: while the fore legs 
lioid 
the 


radii, or general supporting cords, the 
hind legs regulate the tension of the in- 
terwoven thread. 
Every 
step in the 


work appears to be according to a, care- 
fully considered calculation. 


BALLAST FOR WINDY PLACES. 
"Tho operator strives to preserve al- 


ways the same angle between consecu- 
tive radii," says M. Koeclilin. 
"This 


obliges a mathematical calculation and 
tlic necessity of following a geometrical 
law, vhieh the operator fails not to fol- 
low. ' 


These performances of the spider are 


all the more wonderful when one con- 
siders that it spins, as a general thing, 
almost entirely from a sense of touch, 
its sight being imperfect and limited. 


Instances ave related "by naturalists 


where spiders have 
spun 
their 
webs 


across spaces between rocks along the 
seashore. Wind and spray, Mowing in, 
of course, menace the light structure. 


What do these thouguful little en- 


gineers do? They weight 
their webs 


against the sweep of the wind. 


Frequently pieces pf wood and small 


stones have been found attached to the 
bottom of spiders' webs to hold them iu 
place against the onsweeping vind. 


Sometimes these stones and nieces -of 


wood have been hauled upward five feet 
or more to serve as ballast to the net 
the spider spreads. 


This is engineering of the highest or- 


der. In building bridges men frequently 
find themselves obliged to anchor sus- 
pending cables. 
But who taught the 


spider to do it? 


Onco a spider dropped a web across a 


seven-foot corridor between 
buildings. 


The wind, sweeping through, seriously 
disarranged its plans. 


A SPIDER'S SCHEME. 


Whereupon the little insect engineer 


attached a stone, half an inch long and 
a quarter of an inch thick to the bottom 
of its web and thus kept it in place to 
catch flies and other insects upon which 
it desired to feed. 


Tlte stone was not permitted to rest 


upon 
the 
ground, 
either. 
Glutinous 


threads 
were woven around it, and it 


was drawn, inch by inch, into the air, 
until it swung from the bottom of the 
swaying net. 


Sometimes a leaf will fall into spi- 


der's net and become fastened. Instead 
of loosening, the spider will use it as 
ballast, and will fasten it in its new 
place by means 
of braces 
and 
guy 


threads. 


Once a handful of sawdust was blown 


into a spider's web. The astute house- 
keeper gathered all the wood fragments 
and used them in constructing her nest. 


Commander R. 
S. McCook, United 


States navy, while observing tho snare 
of a spider, built upon the limbs of a 
bush at Vineland, N. J., pointed out the 
resemblance of the outlines 
to 
the 


shrouds of a ship, and how the correct 
mechanical features seemed always to 
have been maintained. 


Outlines of the webs of many spiders 


have been compared to the scaffolding 
erected by carpenters about a building 
which they intend to construct. 


They are more than this, however, 


because every line stretched and inter- 
lacing thread drawn by a spider is bas- 
ed upon the best scientific principles. 


Studying the spider's work, therefore, 


one mnst class this insect as the clev- 
erest engineer of all the insect world.

NOT "ANY OLD WAY" 


Manner In Which Army Medals of Honor 


Shall be Worn. 


Medals of honor and decorations may 


not be worn any old way by officers and 
soldiers of the army. The general staff 
has labored with the problem, and now 
decides the precise way in which these 
symbols of honor shall be worn. In a 
general order the chief of staff says: 


The medal of honor may be worn by 


officers and enlisted men entitled there- 
to on all occasions of ceremony. Wlien 
worn with the full dress uniform, the 
medal will be worn pendant from the 
neck, the ribbon passing between the 
upper and lower yokes of the coat col- 
lar, 
so that the medal proper shall hang 


about one inch below tile opening of the 
collar. When worn with the dress uni- 
form the medal will be worn on the left 
breast in the manner prescribed them. 
Officers and enlisted men, who, in their 
own right or by right of inheritance, are 
members of- military societies of 
men 


who served in the armies and navies of 
the United States in the Wnr of the 
Revolution, the War of 1812, the Mexi- 
can war, the War of the Rebellion and 
the Indian wars of the United States, 
the Spanish American war and the inci- 
dental insurrection in 
the 
Philippines 


and the China rebel 
expedition, are 


members of the regular army and navy 
union of the United States, may wear 
on nil occasions of ceremony the distinc- 
tive badges adopted by such societies or 
such other medals as may be authorized 
by proper authority. Officers 
anfl en- 


listed mt?n who served as officers, non- 
commissioned officers, privntcs, or other 
enlisted, men in the regular army, vol- 
unteer or militia forces of the United 
States during the War of the Rebellion, 
and have been 
honorably discharged, 


from the service or still remain in the 
same, may wear, on occasions of cere- 
mony, the distinctive badge ordered by 
or adopted by the army corps or divis- 
ion, 
respectively, in which they served. 


Badges to be worn on the left breast of 
the coat, suspended by a ribbon from a 
bar of metal passed through the upper 
ends and tops of the ribbon, forming a 
horizontal line, the outer ends of which 
will be from three to four inches below 
the top of the shoulder, according to the 
height of the wenrer.

commerce commission was made public 
today. 


The report shows 568 complaints filed 


with the commission during the year, 
including both formal and informal pro- 
ceedings. The number of investigations 
on formal complaint instituted 
during 


the year is 65, involving directly the 
rates and practices of 321 carriers. Sev- 
enty-nine hearings and 
investigations 


were held in Washington and numerous 
cities in various parts of the country. Six 
cases were settled through concession of 
relief by the carriers and 22 cases were 
discontinued.

One of the publications annually issued' 


by the commission is a brief report on! 
the income accoimts of operating roads, 
which is intended to show, at the ear- 
liest practicable date, the principal items 
included in railway income accounts.

year includes returns for 752 companies 
representing an operated mileage of 
214,477.82 miles, which is 
presumably 


about 00 per cent of the mileage that 
will subsequently be covered by returns 
in the final report for the same year. 
The gross earnings of the railways fdr 
the year ending June 30, 1905, on the 
mileage just stated were $2,073,177,325. 
This total comprised earnings from the 
passenger service, $572,109,366; earnings 
from the freight service, $1,44!),182.702, 
and miscellaneous earnings, 
,$51,886J257.

"The .civil service of Wiscon- 
sin," he said, "is amply protected and 
safeguarded against political manipula- 
tion.
